To get a dog talking, trainers 
prefer peanut butter. The trainer 
will smear a globful onto the roof 
of the dog’s mouth. Then they put 
words in its mouth when it tries 
to lick the stuff off.

Not every immigrant animal 
got here by accident, though. 
Starlings—noisy blackbirds with 
long, sharp beaks—first arrived 
in America in 1890, when a 
man named Eugene Scheifflin 
imported about 80 starlings 
from England and let them go in 
New York’s Central Park. Today 
there are millions of starlings 
in North America. 

Flocks of starlings are so 
huge that they remind people of 
swarming insects. They steal 
grain from farmers, and they're 
bullies. A starling will wait 
patiently for another bird to 
finish building its nest. Then it 
will tell the bird to scram, and 
move in! 

So why did Eugene Scheifflin 
want a lot of pesky starlings 
around?

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SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLD BERT CRANTCES ADOPTS AND STUDIES BATS 


| ewhen we tried calling 16- 
_ year-old Bert Grantges of 
Arlington, Texas, he was out _ 
buying dinner—for his bats. Bert 
had just adopted a mother and 
four baby red bats, and they were 
hungry for mealworms. 

“Most red bats only have one 


or two babies,” Bert told us later. - 


_ “Having four babies isn’t very 
common.” 
Bert should know. He’s been 
a bat fanatic since he was four 
and saw pictures of bats ina 
book. “I thought they were the 
neatest things on the planet!” he 
says. Bert started studying the 
curious creatures, and in sixth 
grade, he adopted his first pair. 
Since then Bert’s keptas 


many as 27 bats at one time. He 


adopts all his bats 
through an organization Ff 
called Bat Conservation | 
International. “Usually 
the bats I get have been 
orphaned or they’ve 
been raised in 

captivity and couldn’t 
survive in the wild,” 


Bert explains. 
_ These days Bert’s bat count is 
down to nine: “Romeo and Satin 


_are Egyptian flying foxes. Fred is 


a Jamaican fruit bat, and Droopy 


is a twilight bat. I haven’t named 


the new ones yet.” — 
_ The fruit bats fly around a 
huge cage in his garage. Bert has 


cages in his bedroom for the 


insect-eating bats (Droopy and 
the new red bats). They hang out 
there when they aren't flying 
around his room. Bert doesn’t 
take the bats outside because they 
might fly away. 

Every week Bert buys about 
200 mealworms for his insect- 
eating bats and about four

Robert Rines 
added to the Nessie files in the 
1970s with underwater photos of 
what looks like the flipper, head 
and body of a very large 
creature. 


A long-necked Nessie? 
Not all experts agree on what 


the photo shows. 


He’s taller than the tallest pro 
basketball player. He weighs 
more than Andre the Giant. His 
haircut is a barber’s nightmare. 
And one of his feet is as big as 
three of yours. He’s Bigfoot, 
America’s most famous monster. 
People in almost every state 
say they’ve seen Bigfoot—though 
he’s been spied the most in 
Washington, Oregon and 
northern California. He’s said to 
be taller than 8 feet and to weigh 
more than 500 pounds. He’s 
covered in long brown hair, 
except for his face. And, 
according to one Bigfoot expert, 
“He smells like a rotten fish.” 
The problem is, no one 
has proven that there is a 
Bigfoot—though evidence 
points to something big 
and hairy tramping around 
the woods. Native 
Americans carved Bigfoot’s 
image on totem poles and 
named him “Sasquatch” (“wild 
man”). In the 1800s, European 


explorers spotted him. And later, 


when some Washington miners 


is it or isn’t it? Roger Patterson 


filmed this “Bigfoot” in 1967. 
Do you think it’s the real thing? 
Experts can’t agree. 
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found human-like footprints that 
were 18 inches long, they called 
the creature “Bigfoot.” 

Bigfoot has been making big 
tracks—and brief appearances— 
ever since. Just ask Cliff Crook, 
chief investigator for Bigfoot 
Central, a Sasquatch 
information center in 
Washington state. Crook himself 
says that when he was 16—in 
1956—he saw Bigfoot while 
camping with friends. “It picked 
up our dog and threw it 
right next to our 
campfire,” he 


Crook collects 
Bigfoot hair 
samples and 
droppings, and makes plaster 
casts of huge tracks found as 
recently as September 1990. 
He and his partner, Rene 
Dahinden, a Canadian Bigfoot 
expert, have talked with hundreds 
of Bigfoot sighters.

1. 1206 Honus Wagner. 
This is the most famous 
baseball card—for perhaps the 
finest shortstop ever.

According 
to legend, Wagner, of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates, was very 
opposed to cigarettes and 


demanded that the card 
be withdrawn from the 


market. This card was 
sold at auction 
for $451,000! 

2. 1206 Larry 
Doyle. “Laughing 
Larry” Doyle was a 
good—but not great—New York Giants second baseman in 1910. 
A tobacco company issued several Doyle 
cards. The rarest was a picture with 
Doyle’s hands raised over his head. 
The bottom of the card identifies 


him as a member of the “New 
é York Nat’l,” instead of just 
| y A “New York.” Only a few 


hundred of these cards were 
issued. Each is 
worth about $25,000. 
3. 1206 Eddie 
| Plank. This is another 
1910 tobacco company card. 
- Plank, a Philadelphia A’s Hall of 
_ Fame pitcher, won 327 ballgames.

4. Goudy 1933 
Napoleon Lajoie. In 1933, 
the Goudy bubble gum company 
neglected to print a card of retired 
Hall of Fame second baseman, 
Lajoie (Cleveland Indians). The 
following year, they printed a 1933 


Lajoie card and offered it to any 
collector who requested one 


by mail. About 100 of these 


cards, worth about $25,000 
each, are still around. 


5. Topps 1951 
Current All-Star Robin 
Roberts. Topps printed its first 
cards in this year. They put out 
specialty sets rather than a 
complete set. Fewer than 10 
cards of this Philadelphia Philly 
exist. Each is worth $12,500.

At every race, the 
12-man pit crew, headed by Kirk 
Shelmerdine, works together at 
breakneck speed to service 
Earnhardt’s race car. 

Shelmerdine describes his 
team as a ballet company with 
grimy fingernails. “A successful 
pit stop is a well-choreographed 
dance,” he says. If it takes more 
than 25 seconds to fuel a 
car and change the tires, 
Shelmerdine is one 
unhappy crew chief. 

Only six members of 
the team are allowed 
“over the wall,” or on 
the track with the car,
